W ashington, Sept. 15—(IP)—Her­ 
bert Hoover closed his desk today 
to don his battle arm or and plunge 
Into the active hight for the presi­ 
dency. 
Turning his back upon weeks of 
preparation and study, he prefered 
to invade enemy territory to de­ 
liver a speech at Newark Monday, 
a stroke on the very fringe of the 
home state of his Democratic op­ 
ponent. 
T he old and tho new will inter­ 
mingle 
strangely 
when 
Hoover 
speaks at Newark. 
Surrounding 
the nominee will be the ballyhoo, 
torchlights and hauliers of un older 
political day. 
Before him will be 
a microphone to carry his voice in 
an ultra modern way over an ex­ 
tensive radio hook-up into all sec­ 
tions of the country. 
Optimistic Report. 
Before setting forth 
from 
his 
cam paign headquarters, Mr. Hoo­ 
ver received today fresh views on 
the political situation in two widely 
reparted states of New York, and 
Senator Nye who told of conditions 
in the w estern state. 
In addition, 
Hoover talked over conditions gen­ 
erally with Speaker Nicholas Long- 
worth and with Theodore Roose­ 
velt, Hanford MacNider and other 
form er service men with whom he 
had luncheon at the home of As­ 
sistant Attorney General Donovan. 
Senator Capper had an optimis­ 
tic report for his chief, but Sena­ 
tor Nye declared that there was 
much feeling against the Republi­ 
cans in his state because of the 
party’s failure to give the wheat 
farm ers relief through the McNary- 
Haugen bill. 
Senator Capper told the nominee 
th a t business men with whom he 
had talked in New York had told 
him that although they had been 
consistent supporters of Gov. Smith 
in his campaigns for the governor­ 
ship, they would n o t vote for him 
for president. 
The K ansas senator 
believed that enough of such vot­ 
ers were on hand to 
cut 
down 
Sm ith’s majority in New York City 
so that the upstate Republican m a­ 
jority would swing New York for 
Hoover and Curtis. 
The trip of the candidate to New­ 
ark will carry him through a dozen 
towns in northern New Jersey. 
In 
the afternoon a call will be paid 
on Mr. and Mrs. Thomas A. Edison 
at their home at Menlo Park, where 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoover will spend the 
night. 


Fund Is Appropriated 


Chicago, Sept. 15—(ZP)—W ith po­ 
lice pursuing a 
fruitless 
search 
and his own efforts to rescue a 
kidnaped son proving equally fu­ 
tile, Frank Ranter! today abandon­ 
ed his lone game and offered a 
reward to anyone who would bring 
home his ten-year-old boy, Billy. 
For nearly a week the Italian 
father had hidden the secret of 
the kidnaping, and for three days 
more he had resisted every attem pt 
of police to trail the boy. 
“In twenty-four hours I’ll get my 
boy back if you keep out of it," 
he pleaded yesterday, but today the 
twenty-four hours had passed. The 
police had raided a resort where 
they said the youngster had been 
held, and stiH Ranieri was without 
word from tho band that had de­ 
manded $50,000 for Billy’s return. 
Today, with wavering faith in his 
own ability to negotiate his boy’s 
release, Ranieri went into confer­ 
ence with Police Capt. Jam es E. 
Doherty and offered a $2,000 re - 1 
ward for the rescue. 
The reward 
would be increased to $5,000 dur­ 
ing the night if relatives could add 
to the fund. 
Three detective squads sped out 
to a roadhouse near Kngin last 
night on a tip that the missing 
child was there. 
They came back 
empty-handed, but Deputy Police 
Commissioner John Stege express­ 
ed satisfaction that 
the

place was found. 
Charges of kidnaping were lodg­

A detail of fifty 
highway police also was assigned. 
Hit Only Spots. 
A larger part of their task will 
be to keep crowds of curious from 
the ruins of chair factory “B” In 
which three of the eight fatalities 
occurred. 
The three floors of the 
long building crumbled before the 
wind, dumping tons of machinery 
and lum ber into a tumbled pile. 
Firemen and volunteers worked all 
day, yet at nightfall were only a 
little nearer knowing what secret 
of death the ruins held. 
A hundred yards from the chair 
factory stood a giant pile of fine 
sand, with not even a furrow in 
its light golden sides to show there 
hod been any wind at all. 
T hat was the way the tornado 
bounced—destroying a factory’, a 
home here, skipping others. 
The 
two sections of the city th at suf­ 
fered 
most 
were 
approximately 
three miles apart, with blocks in 
between th a t escaped the storm 
flight. 
Relief 
was 
quick in organiza­ 
tion—subscriptions to m eet em erg­ 
ency needs of 
hundreds 
made 
homeless and jobless. 
Plans also 
were formulated to rebuild at once 
and many of those thrown out of 
employment by destruction of fac­ 
tories were to be given work In 
reconstruction.

PAT KELLEY IS 
FOUNDGUILTY 


Los Angeles Slayer Ex­ 
pected to Receive 
Death Penalty

Old Resident Lacked One 
Month of Reaching 
99 Years 


Joseph Dupius, 98 years old, the 
oldest man in Delta county, died 
at his home, 330 
South 
Eighth 
street. Saturday morning at 7:45 
o’clock, 
having 
slept 
peacefully 
away. 
Mr. Dupuis had been failing for 
the past three days. 
His family 
noticed that he slept most of the 
time and was unusually quiet. 
He 
had been out for his usual walk 
of about ten blocks Sunday and 
would have walked the first of the 
week but for the inclement weath­ 
er. 
Thursday he was outside but 
did not care to take his walk. 
He 
retired about 6 o’clock Friday eve­ 
ning and when his wife went to 
call him about 7:45, found him 
dead. 
Mrs. Dupius had spoken to 
him less than an hour before and 
he had gone back to sleep. 
Joseph Dupius was bom at S t 
Edwards, province of Quebec, Can­ 
ada, October 14, 1928, and would 
have been 99 years old had he 
lived another month. He migrated 
this country at an early age 
Vknh his parents, who settled at 
Blick Brook, N. Y. 
He came to 
this city in 1852 and has lived here 
most of the time with the excep­ 
tion of a few months 
at 
Ford 
River, Masonville and Negaunee. 
When Mr. Dupius came to Esca­ 
naba there were no streets, no rail­ 
ways, only one general store which 
housed the postoffice. Merchandise 
and groceries were brought to this 
city by stage via Marquette where 
the goods were shipped from Cleve­ 
land and other points by boat 
Carried Mail in 1863. 
In 1863 and 1864 he carried mail 
on foot from Marquette to Onto­ 
nagon and from Marquette to Me­ 
nominee, via Groo8. 
The path on 
which he traveled was known as

Had he lived another month he 
would have been OD years of age. 


the Snow Shoe Trail and in all his 
travels he never was lost or afraid 
in the woods. 
Ho received a salary of $50 per 
month for this work and his board 
cost him very little as the people 
were so glad to get their mail that 
they gave him his meals tree of 
charge and served him the best 
they had in their homes. 
He made charcoal at Negaunee 
before charcoal kilns were ever 
thought of. The wood was cut and 
placed in huge piles which were 
covered with leaves and then the 
fire was started. 
Later it was 
smothered with sand and left for 


a number of hours before the char­ 
coal was removed. 
Mr. Dupius was employed as sex­ 
ton at St. Joseph's church for many 
years and sexton at St. Anne’s and 
St. Joseph’s cemeteries for more 
than thirty years. 
He 
prepared 
graves in the old cemetery which 
was then located at what is now 
known as Hessel’s 
addition 
to 
Stephenson and Hartnett avenues 
as far as Eighth avenue north and 
west 
to 
Twenty-second 
street. 
Many of the bodies buried there 
were removed to the new cemetery 
on Ford River road, and the plot 
is now built up with homes. 
Many 
residents of this city never knew 
that section of the city was for­ 
merly the Catholic cemetery. 
Mr. 
, Dupuis had a remorkable memory. 
Graves wore not marked with mon­ 
uments and very few' had small 
| wooden crosses. 
When the land 
for the cemetery was purchased 
and the process of removing the 
bodies began, 
Mr. Dupuis 
could 
locate everyone who 
had 
been 
buried there without any difficulty. 
After the cemetery on Ford River 
road was ready, he walked to and 
from work and was given many 
lifts by passing vehicles. 
Was Great Hiker. 
He often walked from Negaunee 
to Cedar River to spend Sunday 
with his friends, a distance of 107 
miles by railroad. 
He never call­ 
ed a physician, as his health was 
very good. 
He knew the various 
kinds of herbs and roots and made 
his own medicine when felt he 
needed it. 
He stopped smoking 59 
years ago but chewed tobacco un­ 
til his death. 
He split wood and 
carried it to their flat on the sec­ 
ond floor until he was 95 years old. 
Mr. Dupuis was interested in all 
civic and political affairs and reg­ 


istered and voted at the last pri­ 
mary. When he was given a ballot 
he said he would like to vote Just 
twice more, that after be became 
IOO years old he would not care 
tty vote. 
Mr. Dupuis was married twice. 
The first marriage took place at 
St. Mary's church, Martintown, 111. 
The second marriage was solemn­ 
ized at St. Joseph’s church in this 
ctiy by Rev. Fr. Langley one of 
the first pastors of the church. Mr. 
Dupuis had always been a member 
of St. Joseph’s parish, and often 
attended 
services 
at St. Anne’s 
church, across the street from his 
home. 
Mr. Dupuis is survived by his 
wife and the following sons and 
daughters: 
Fred 
Dupuis, 
Cleve­ 
land, Ohio; Levi Dupuis, Detroit; 
Francis Dupuis, Flint, Mich.; Mrs. 
J. W. Harder, Eau Claire, Wis.; 
Mrs. Peter Murray, Miss Helen Du­ 
puis, Mrs. Ewald Beck, and a fos­ 
ter daughter, Mrs. E. J. Badwin, of 
this city. 
Eighteen grandchildren 
and two great grandchildren also 
survive. 
The body was taken to the Allo 
Funeral Home and will be removed 
to the home of Mr. and Mrs. E. J. 
Baldwin, 339 South Eighth street, 
this afternoon. 
Funeral services will probably be 
held Tuesday morning at 9 o’clock 
at St. Joseph’s church, with Rev. 
Fr. Bertrand Labinski as celebrant 
at the requiem high mass. 
Burial 
will be in the family lot in St. Jos­ 
eph’s cemetery.
